16: 163 (1940) ; Bull. Attic Mus. 47: 60 (1940).— A. nivalis (Sw.) Lindb.-Arnell 
in Arkiv f. Bot 13-2: 16 (1913). 

Hab. Soil among volcanic rocks at 2840 m., near summit of Yokodake, 
Yatsu Volcanos, Nagano County, August 1952, Coll. D. Shimizu. 

New to Japan proper: Hitherto known from Hokkaido (Isl. Shikotan), Sakha¬ 
lin (Isl. Kaibato), Lena, Europe and N. America. Yatsu Volcanos is the south¬ 
ernmost limit of the known range of this species. 

143) Porella takakii Hattori., spec. nov. (Fig. 65). 

(Exsiccatae) Hatt., Hepat Jap. Ser. 5. no. 241 (1952). 

Dioica, major, pallide viridis vel ± olivacea, flaccida, ad rupes calcareas 
laxe caespitans. Caulis ad 10 cm. longus, pinnatus, pinnis sparsim pinnulatis. 
Folia caulina recte patula, plano-disticha, sicca decurva, imbricata, oblonga, 2- 
2.5 mm. longa, 1.1-1.35 mm. lata, margine postico stricto, antico arcuato, apice 
irregulariter 2-3 dentato vel rarius apiculato, dentibus validis, acutis obtusiuscule. 
Cellulae marginales in facie externa aequeliter parum incrassatae, 20-24/tx20/i, 
mediae 25-30/iX25/t, basales 40-55 /ix35 fi, parietibus tenuibus, trigonis mediocris 
vel majoribus, acutis (vel raro ± nodulosis), cum chlorophylli granulis obscurae, 
cuticula levi. Lobulus parvulus, caule subaequilatus, plano-appressus, erectus, 
sublanceolatus, 1-1.2 mm.X0.4 mm., ligulatus vel obtusus, rarius 1 ( — 2) spinosus 
basi paucispinosa, folio cauleque breviter inserta appendiculata, appendiculis 
spinoso-lacinulatis, longius caulem decurrentibus. Amphigastria caulina plana, 
rectangulata, ca. 1 mm. longa, apioe truncato, 0.23-0.3 mm. lato, 1-4 spinuloso, 
basi 0.65-0.7 mm. lata, parvispinosa, breviter decurrente, alis decurrentibus 
spinosis. Perianthia majora (2.5-3mm. longa et lata), compresso-cupulata, ore 
amplo, repando, denseque spinoso-dentato. Folia floralia caulinis aequimagna 
vel ± majora, acuta vel subacuta, superne grosse-dentata, lobulo prof unde 
soluto, breviore, superne saepe irregulariter spinuloso, basi parvispinosa, vix 
decurrente. Amphigastria floralia caulinis majora, rectangulata, irregulariter 
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spinoso-dentata, emarginato-bispinosa, basi nuda, haud decurrentia. Reliqua 
desunt. 

Nom. Jap. Takaki-kuramagokemodoki (nov.) 

Hab. Shaded, damp limestone ledge, associated with P. pervistipula (Steph.), 
Quercus crispula forest in Shiroiwa Valley, ca. 1300 m. alt., Miwa, Nagano County, 
July 1952, Coll. N. Takaki, Typus in Herb. Hattori Bot. Lab. Distr. Endemic 
in Middle Honshu. 

The present species is closely related and is quite similar to P. oblongifolia 
Hatt. (in Journ. Jap. Bot. 19: 200, fig. 20, 1943). The latter, however, has 
obtuse or rounded leaves (and leaf-lobules) without teeth such as the present 
species. 

144) Scapania paludosa K. Muell.-Hatt., Hepat. Jap. (Exsicctae) Ser. 5, 
no. 247 (1952). 

Hab. Granitic substratum submerged in small stream near summit of Mt. 
Kisokoma, ca. 2730 m. alt., Nagano County, August 1952, Coll. D. Shimizu. 

Hitherto known from Europe, N. America, and Lena. This is the first record 
from Japan, and Mt. Kisokoma is the southernmost end of the known range. 

145) Targionia hypophylla L.-Hatt. in Bot. Mag. Tokyo 64: 28 (1951), 
Hepat. Jap. (Exsiccatae) Ser. 5, no. 250 (1952). 

Hab. Soil in crevices of chert ledge, at 750 m., Tochimoto, Chichibu Mts., 
Saitama County, August 1952, Coll. D. Shimizu. 

The second known station for the present species in Japan. ■ 

146) Plectocolea otiana Hattori, spec. nov. (Fig. 66). 

Monoica (saepe paroica) ; minor, pallide viridula, basi brunnescens, in terra 
humida densius caespitosa. Caulis vix 10 mm. longus, 0.2-0.3 mm. in diametro, 
pallide olivaceus, vel ± brunnescens, rarius ventre ± purpureotinctus, cum 
foliis ca. 1.7 mm. latus, subsimplex, rarius apicem sensim attenuatus, subnudus 
(itaque flagellatus), radicellis longis, numerosis, fere intense purpureis. Folia 
caulina oblique patula, remotiuscula vel laxe tegentia, antice breviter decurrente, 
in piano ovata, 1.2 mm. longa, 1 mm. lata, integerrima. Cellulae ± pallidae, 
apicales 25-30 n x 20 /x, mediae 40-70 n X 30-40 n, basales 50-70 n x 35-45 p, 
parietibus tenuibus, trigonis, minutis, acutis, cuticula levi (vel ± verrucosa). 
Amphigastria nulla. Perianthia terminalia, semiexserta, pallidula, ovato- 
fusiformia, 1.6 mm. longa, 0.8 mm. lata, alte triplicata, plicis levibus, obtusis, 
ore angusto, minute denticulato ,* cellulae anguste rectangulares, subhyalinae, 
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parietibus tenuibus, trigonis nullis vel minutis, cuticula levi; raro sub flore 
innovata. Folia floralia unica, perianthio ± fumile adnata, e amplectente basi ± 
recurvo-patula, caulinis subaequimagna, apice repanda. Amphigastrium florale 
nullum. Androecia fere sub flore fern., bracteis 3—4 jugis, ± confertis, folio 
flor. fem. similibus, sed basi saccatim inflatis; antheridia ignota.

Hab. Damp soil, Tonaru Hill, Sumino, Ehime County, October 24, 1945, 
Coll. K. Oti, Typus in Herb. Hattori Bot. Lab. Distr. endemic. 
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
